If Trotzky 's purpose is honestly and reliably set forth in his book, “The 
Bolshev ik! and World Peace.” the American public, generally speaking, has 
the wrong v iew of the man and his aims. 
According to Author Trotzky, the crux of the Bolsheviki doctrine is 
“ The industries for the workingmen; the land for the peasants,” and it 
must be admitted that there is a whole lot of thought along that line in 
America and not a little attempted, through, perhaps indirect, legislation. 
We hav e, at least, got as far as government regulation of the wages, hours, 
working conditions 
and ages of the working classes. 
We, at least, have 
acknowledged the viciousness of large land holding and the injustice of our 
sy stem of tax ing lands. 
But, if Trotzky is misunderstood *by us, he is equally mistaken in us, 
» luce he proclaims that our purpose in this war is but to supplant imperial 
^Capitalism with a capitalism of our own. 
Trotzky's American experience 
$ras confined to the lowest stratum of the metropolis and, naturally, he got 
» o view of America. 
Capitalism all over the world is getting the screws put to 
it. 
In Great 
Britain and France war taxation, alone, bids fair to eliminate capitalism 
as a gov ernmental power or dominating influence. 
In our own country, 
government has taken over, bodily, the greatest industry on earth— the 
American railroads. 
It is a death-blow to political domination of a very 
strong element of capitalism. 
Our government holds the banks in one hand 
and runs them with the other. 
It has begun to put war cost and peace cost 
on the shoulders best able to carry the burden. 
To complete this labor Is 
harder in America than in other countries, for the simple reason that in 
America the average of content is highest. 
W e’re slow about o » rturning 
the autocracy of capitalism, but steady. 
Every move we’ve ma .j in this 
war has been a blow upon the shackles that capitalism has put upon our 
iaduatrial, economic and political life..

W here fields are protected by shelter 
groves, crops thrive best. It has been

that 
a well 
planted 
tree 
windbreak conserves soil 
moisture 
for one rod to the lee of the shelter 
for every foot the tree rises above 
the level. Thus, a forty foot grove 
will save crop moisture over a forty- 
rod belt in its lee. 
Over much of the treeless area of 
the Red river valley and westward, 
an abundance of rain ordinarily falls 
in the crop-growing season; but not 
seldom the unobstructed winds drink 
it up between showers. Belts of trees 
planted about the fields have proved 
their power to check this wide evap­ 
oration, even in arid lands where 
irrigation is necessary. 
Those who 
have tested out the shelter belt agree 
that a farm thus protected is worth 
at least ten dollars 
an acre more 
because of the shelter. 
The windbreak is also wood lot. 
A grove eighty feet wide around each

Friday Was Day 
Set by Teutons for 
Big Offensive. 
Lo ndo n, Feb. 10.—It is recalled by

With the American Army in France, 
I eb.

German 
airplanes in large numbers also were 
driv en o ff by the American machines 
and anti-aircraft batteries. 
Gas shells in co nsiderable number 
fro m the German guns flell within the 
American secto r, making necessary the 
wearing o f rnasSfs in all parts o f the 
trenches fo r mo re than three ho urs. 
One American was injured by an ex­ 
plo ding shell, but so excellent has been 
the antigas training o f the men that 
no t a single case o f gas po iso ning was 
repo rted. The duratio n o f the shelling 
was two ho urs, but traces o f the po is­

Drive Off Foe Flyers. 
Visibility was go o d in the clear co ld 
atmo sphere and ns a result there was 
much aerial activ ity o n bo th sides. 
German airplanes ig large numbers re­ 
peatedly attempted to cro ss the Ameri­ 
can lines, hut were driv en o ff either 
by anti-aircraft batteries o r by the air 
squadro ns. 
The American artillerymen rapidly 
are attaining a high degree o f effi­ 
ciency.
